By 
1863 the population had grown so that 
a territorial government was established 
on March 3. The territory then included 
an area about three times as large as the 
present state, being formed from parts 
of Washington, Nebraska, and Dakota 
territories; comprising most of what is 
now Wyoming and all of Montana. Mon- 
tana was organized as a territory in 
1864 and on July 25, 1868, Congress 
created Wyoming Territory by adding 
portions of Dakota and Utah territories 
to that taken from Idaho. 

Wyoming’s early history seems a du- 
plication of Idaho’s except that the gold 
rush didn’t get such an early start, wait- 
ing until 1867. Territorial government 
followed the next year to meet the needs 
of the new population—a rather rough 
and rowdy lot. Cheyenne was selected 
as capital, since this was the largest 
“city” and was laid out that year by 
the Union Pacific Railroad, then busy 
constructing the first transcontinental 
railroad across the southern part of the 
state. Indians seemed to have made 
much more trouble in Wyoming (they 
were far from friendly in Idaho) and a 
large portion of Wyoming’s first citizenry 
were troopers sent to keep the hostiles 
in bounds and protect the scalps of way- 
farers. They and vigilantes were the 
only peacemakers of the territory at first 
and neither were notably successful. 
Some idea of the size of the population 
of the territories may be seen from the 
fact that Idaho had a population of 
15,000 in 1870 and Wyoming by the 
same federal census had 9118. The pop- 
ulations of each doubled and then tripled 
in the next two census. 


By 1890 the growing pains of the two 
territories had settled into a quieter 
mood and the population was of a more 
permanent character. On the afternoon 
of July 3, President Benjamin Harrison 
signed the bill creating the State of 
Idaho and a week later, signed a similar 
act in regards to Wyoming. The last 
territorial governors temporarily acted as 
first governors of the 43rd and 44th 
states. Though their area is large, the 
population of each has been per square 
mile so low that the two states are nearly 
at the bottom of lists of population per 
square mile. Considering that Wyoming 
is eighth in size of states and Idaho not 
much smaller, such figures are not sur- 
prising. Agriculture and mining still 
predominate as industries in both with 
coal being the principal mining product 
of Wyoming. Other industries such as 
lumbering continue very important.

center it has in the past several years 
gained world renown for Sun Valley, the 
winter resort. 

Outstanding building of the state of 
Idaho is the state capitol at Boise, de- 
picted on the stamp to be issued July 
3, It succeeded the capitol for which 
the territorial legislature in 1885 voted 
$80,000. The present capitol cost $2,- 
206,000 and was erected in 1906 on the | 
pattern of the federal capitol. Vermont ; 
marble was used in construction, faced | 
on the outside with Boise sandstone. The 
first capitol of Idaho territory had been 
established at Lewiston, but in May, 
1865, was moved to Boise upon orders 
from Washington. 


The design of the Wyoming stamp 
will probably not make it one of the 
most popular of U. S. commemoratives. 
Artists simply copied bodily the state 
seal, which fortunately as state seal de- 
signs go, is not of the usual pattern. The 
top wording, “Equal Rights,” is symbol- 
ical of the territory having granted wom- 
an’s suffrage in 1869. We suspect this 
was a humorous gesture to the ladies of 
the day and certainly with the women 
outnumbered at least several times, the 
miners and cattlemen of the day were 
running no risks. 





Other stamps have had references di- 
rectly and indirectly to the two states. 
The Oregon trail commemorative of 1936 
shows the route of this road through the 
two states in the days when there were 
but four buildings between the Missouri 
and Washington territory. The scenes on 
the Trans-Mississippi issue of 1898 are 
for the most part typical of the two 
states’ history, particularly the scenes on 
the 2c, 4c, 8c, 10c, 50c and $1. They 
were familiar enough in the territorial 
government period! The 10c map stamp 
of the Louisiana Purchase issue shows 
the two states. The famous “Old Faith- 
ful” geyser of Yellowstone reminds us 
that once it was property of the Wyo- 
ming Territory. When the new statehood 
stamps go on sale both cities will be 
Witnessing their First Day sale. Only 
once before were stamps first issued in 
either state, that occasion being the 1936 
Oregon Trail stamp which, among other 
points was first issued at Lewiston, Idaho, 
and Daniel, Wyoming. Cheyenne too} 
has figured in the first transcontinental | 
airmail service, having been the zone 
division point when the route was in- 
augurated on July 1, 1924. In 1870 at 





the time its first census was taken, Wyo- 
ming had 27 post offices of which one, 
Cheyenne City,” issued money orders. 
Most were at mining towns or along the | 
railroad, and several were frontier forts. | 
Most of these offices transacted little 
business as can be seen from the fact 





that over half the postmasters were paid 
but $12 each per year. This grand sum 
was paid the postmasters of such im- 
portant sounding places as Fort Fred 
Steele, Fort Halleck, Atlantic City and 
Green River City. One post office had 
the interesting name of “Miner’s De- 
light” and apparently one of the pleas- 
ures of the place was not writing letters 


for that office’s custodian also was a 
$12-a-year man. Idaho Territory at the 
same time had 25 post offices, again the 
word “City” being found in a good pro- 
portion of the names. Two counties only 
had one office each and salaries were 
similar to those of Wyoming. No wonder 
covers from the territorial days are 
prized by collectors.

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Edison Freak Reported 


A curious freak printing error of the 
1c Edison commemorative of 1929, flat 
plate printing, has just been reported by 
J. S. Haldenstein of Brooklyn, N. Y. A 
short time after the stamps had been 
issued in 1929, Mr. Haldenstein bought 
a sheet of the lower right position of 
plate 19776. The sheet margins at lower 
right corner in some manner were folded 
over before the stamps were printed, 
covering the space where stamp number 
100 would have been printed and also 
part of the space for the stamp above, 
number 90. The result is that when the 
overlapping margin is turned down, the 
space for stamp 100 is blank and part 
of that for No. 90 is also blank. The 
designs appear on the back of the sheet 
where it was folded over. The balance 
of the sheet is normal in all respects.

Original Presses for Penny Black 
Still In Use 


The two presses upon which the Penny 
Black was printed a hundred years ago 
ae, surprisingly enough, still in use. 
The publisher of London’s Stamp Col- 
lecting visited the firm of Perkins, Bacon, 
ltd., a short time before the centenary 
ad was shown the newest Transjordan 
series of stamps being produced in the 
ame manner as was the Penny Black 
n 1840. The presses appeared rather 
id and upon inquiry, it developed that 
wo in the plant, not in use at the mo- 
nent, had been used to print the Penny 
Black by the predecessor company of 
1840, Perkins, Bacon & Petch. Since 
1840, on these presses which were al- 
rady old at that time, many stamps 
ave been printed on them, the last be- 
ing the higher values of Newfoundland’s 
1937 Coronation series. In the main, 
the presses were used to print banknotes, 
the primary occupation of the firm of 
mgravers. Some of the presses in the 
lant were brought by Jacob Perkins 
fom America in 1819, when he went 
abroad to try his luck at obtaining bank- 
mte contracts under his secret process 
if annealing. The firm still owns the 
miginal transfer press for use in making 
jlates, but this is no longer used. 


"The paper for the Penny Black was 
made at the Rush Paper Mills near 
Northampton, England. The mills were 
operated in manufacture of stamp paper 
for 40 years, but were closed long ago.

The only new postage stamp plates 
manufactured in May by the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing were ten 50- 
subject flat press plates produced by the 
electrolytic process for printing centers 
of the 6c air mail stamp. The numbers 
are 22605 to 22614 inclusive. 

Plates sent to press during the month, 
include these plates not previously sent 
to press: 3c 50th Anniversary of State- 
hood of Wyoming, numbers 22583-84-85- 
86, 200 subject rotary press electric eye 
convertible; 3c Jefferson Presidential 
booklet panes, Nos. 22434-35, Electric 
Eye 360-subject rotary press plates; 3c 
Jefferson ordinary sheets, non-electric 
eye 400-subject rotary plates 21926 and 
22106; 3c Jefferson ordinary’ sheet 
stamps, electric eye 400-subject rotary 
plates 22446-47-55-56; and 6c air mail 
center 50-subject flat press plate 22517. 

The Wyoming stamp plates went to} 
press on May 3 and 6 and the air mail | 
plate on May 2, which means that pre- 
first days of the former are again a pos- 
sibility and that new combinations of the 
latter plate can be expected in current 
post office shipments. 


@® The German series issued for the 
National Stamp Exhibition, March 28 
to 31, at Berlin, was issued at a special 
post office in the building depicted on 
the series. Long lines were reported of 
patrons anxious to buy the stamps and 
obtain the special postmark. The ex- 
hibits featured almost entirely the 
stamps issued since the Nazis came to 


power. The first prize was a gold medal 
(really gilt) and a copy of “Mein 
Kampf.”

fingers. Mainly because the two imple- 
ments given us have not proved entirely 
adequate to the job and both eyes and 
stamps have suffered if not wisely 
employed. Time was _ when dealers 
mounted new issues on boards by the 
simple device of impaling the stamps 
with thumb tacks. A later generation 
proving not partial to holes in the de- 
sign, achieved practically the same 
damage in the end by using hinges which 
were as durable and non-peeling as the 
kind used on barn doors. Fussier days 
soon followed and now we have all sorts 
of inventions and other aids to make 
stamp collecting safe for the stamp. 
No longer does the collector give a 
“personal touch” to his treasures by 
using the finger nail to pick up a speci- 
men. 

Nowadays we have to aid us magni- 
fiers; special lights; combinations of 
both; all sorts of mounting devices, fluid, 
solid, transparent and opaque; tweezers 
with more gadgets than one of those 
10-in-1 combination screwdrivers; and 
measuring gauges that can classify into 
types any stamp one cares to bother in 
that manner. Many of us never bother 
to study the tools available and thus 
pick the ones best suited to our needs. 
It’s an idea to think about

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Considering the time this column is 
written the news about to be related may 
not be so “hot” by the time it’s printed, 
but at any rate it’s news at the moment. 
With Italy’s entry into the war, dealers 
here have considered the possibility of 
the complete shut-off of supplies from 
Europe. As you know while Italy was 
neutral a goodly portion of these appar- 
ently elusive new issues came via that 
country. After the announcement by 
Italy that she has declared war, Pan 
American announced that the passenger 
and air mail service to and from Europe 
will be continued. This seems to be the 
last hope of the new issue dealer, until 
his Siberian connections are put through. 
However, the consensus of opinions is 
that most of these countries will be too 
busy to even think of printing any 
stamps, and the market for new issues 
for America will be Central and South 
America. 





One of the recent South American new 
issues widely overlooked, because of the 
Pan American and centennial issues, is 
the Santander issue of Colombia. This 
set was mentioned in this column in a 
previous issue to be a very scarce set. 
Reports from Colombia to the New York 
market have shown the complete sell- 
out of this set. Colombia dealers who 
supplied some of the New Yorkers have 
written and cabled asking their corre- 
spondents to please return any surplus 
that they may have, as the high value 
of the set is selling for five times its 
original value in Columbia.

Denmark's Dybbol Mill 





One of the most popular of Danish 
sets is the series depicting the Dybbol 
Mill, issued in 1937 to raise funds for 
the H. P. Hanssen memorial. The Mill 
is a symbol of great histcric importance 
to the Danes, for at Dybbol (Dueppeli) 
on the Jutland peninsula a great battle 
was fought between the Danes and the 
Austrians and Prussians in 1864. The 
Germanic allies were bent on separating 
the Duchies of Schleswig and Holstein 
from Denmark and the smaller country 
put up a brief, brave but futile strug- 
gle against the allies. H. P. Hanssen 
campaigned vigoriously during his life- 
time for the return of the lost terri- 
tory and after the plebiscite of 1920 the 
northern portion of Schleswig returned 
to Denmark. The Danes issued the 
1937 series to raise the funds in memor- 
iam, but the action angered the Germans, 
and the Nazi government issued an order 
forbidding German stamp dealers or col- 
lectors to buy or display the stamps 
since they were issued “for purposes in- 
imical” to the Reich. The fate of the 
Schleswig district, the stamps and the 
Hanssen memorial, as well as the Mill 
itself is problematical since the second 
invasion of Denmark.

Poor inking, probably 
at the beginning of a run. This was on 
sheet 22299 in case anyone was inter- 
ested. 

Proving my point of poor inking, Sid 
found only one period missing on the 
sheets he scanned of the 1c and 1%4c 
values. So much for the items. The 
favor given with your registration was a 
1c Aurora prexy coil. And at the dinner 
Adolf Gunesch presented attendants with 
a souvenir with a 1c Audubon precan- 
celled Rutland, Fla., attached. The Gar- 
den City Stamp Co., presented a neat 
book match cover and Klein Bros. a fine 
lead pencil. Someone, of course, opined 
that the pencil was for putting it on the 
cuff and the matches to destroy the evi- 
dence. ‘All in all, a fine meet and every- 
one had a good time.

“What is the difference between a 
‘Bureau Print’ and a ‘precancel’?” None 
whatsoever because a Bureau Print is 
a precancel. Technically speaking, all 
the current stamps of the U. S. are 
Bureau Prints as they are all printed by 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 
Precancel collectors however, in order to 
quickly differentiate between the pre- 
cancellations printed locally and those 
precancels made at the Bureau, call the 
one kind “local precancels” and the 
others “Bureau Precancels.” The con- 
fusion to new collectors arises from their 
shortening the two names to just “pre- 
cancels” and “Bureaus.” A Bureau pre- 
cancel can be recognized by one or both 
of two features: the distinctive style of 
type in the overprint; or by the stamp 
itself, as Bureau precancels are found 
only on certain stamps. 





A reader preparing to write up his col- 
lection of the 1922-27 regular issue asks 
the names of the engravers of the dies 
of these stamps. These are as follows: 
J. C. Benzing, C. M. Chambers, E. M. 
Earle, H. I. Earle, J. Eissler, E. M. Hall, 
E. Hass, E. Hein, L. Kaufman, F. Lam- 
asure, F. Montgomery, E. E. Myers, L 
A. Schofield, E. M. Weeks, and W. Wells. 
For detailed information on which en- 
gravers engraved dies for various stamps 
(sometimes three worked on one stamp) 
readers should consult King & Johl’s 
Volume III of “The United States Post- 
age Stamps of the 20th Century,” a book 
that should be in possession of each spe- 
cialist in these issues. 





“What quantities were issued of U. S. 
No. 551 to 573?” No exact information 
is available of most of these since the 
records of quantities issued included all 
printings of each denomination regard- 
less of whether flat or rotary press issue. 
Approximate figures are easily obtainable 
by checking annual reports of each de- 
nomination issued. 





“TI have a copy of the $2 first issue U. 
S. Revenue (No. R82) with cracked 
plate showing. Why isn’t it listed in the 
Scott Specialized U. S. Catalogue?” Our 
correspondent does not say if he has sub- 
mitted the stamp to the catalogue editors 
for listing. However, nothing of this sort 
is listed until the editors have seen it 
and verified it as being what it is claimed 
to be. 





A pair of the Ic U. S. 1912 perf. 12 
issue is submitted, one perforation being 
missing between the two stamps. This 
happens occasionally, as the pins in the 
perforating device become broken or bent 
and consequently do not punch the 
paper. No particular importance or val- 
ue is attached to such missing perfora- 
tions by collectors. Sometimes the pins 


punch the paper but do not cut out the 
round disks and at a glance the stamps 


may appear partly imperforate, but such 
varieties are termed “blind perfs” and 
again are of no extra value; in fact 
stamps with these ragged perfs are dis- 
counted in value, as most collectors pre- 
fer cleanly cut perforations without paper 
disks remaining in the holes.
